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DAIRYING TESTS. 

Copies of the foliowing circular is- 
sued from) the Central Experimental 
farm, Ottawa, have been addressed 
to farmers in all parts of Canada with 
a view to instituting a dairy test 
during the coming year: we 

The attention of Canadian farmers 
interested in the development of Can- 
ada’s greatest industrial factor, the 
diary berd, is drawn to the following 
letter. recently ser* to a few farmers 
in each province of the Dominion from 
the Central Experimental farm at 
Ottawa: : 

Dear Sir,—Your 
handed to me as that 
who is particularly interested in 
the production of milk. It is a well 
known fact that the great majority 
of dairy herds, if we may judge by 
cash returns alone, are losing invest- 
ments. It is, however, certain that 
this need not be the case if sufficient 
care and intelligence are exercised in 
selecting and feeding the» cows in- 
tended for milk producers. So, in! or 
exact information as to the methods 
der to be able to work more effect- 
ively toward improvement along this 
line, I am desirous of securing some 
of feeding followed in different parts 
of Canada. I should, therefore, be 
much indebted to you if you would 
write me briefly upon the foliowing 
points; 

1. Kind and quantitw of roughage 
ration fed to your millking cows in 
winter. pee ; 

2. Kind and quantity of grain fed 


name has. been

your milking cows in (a) summer, 
(b) winter. 

3. Quantity of milk yielded per, cow 
yearly. 


4. Do you use pure-bred bul!s ? What 
breed ? ' 

5. What use do you make of by- 
products (whey, etc.,) if you have any ? 

Would you care tocarry oa a simple 
dairy berd Lest during 1901 in con- 
junction witb dairymen in different 
parts of Canada and us here? ‘The 
only expense would be a spring bal- 
ance for weighing the milk. We 
would furmsh you with, blanks each 
month for keeping the records. If 
Canadian dairymen are to raise the 
average yield of their herds and make 
a profit it must be by first finding out 
what their individual cows are doing. 
If the cow is not paying her keep 
and leaving a good profit for the 
dairyman, either the cow is no goal 
or the dairyman is not feeding her 
(properly. If you are really interested 
in the dairy business and care to go 
into a co-operative test as mentioned 
above I should be gileased to send you 
further particulars re the same. In 
any case, 1 should Jike to hear from 
you on the aforementioned points,

It has already reached such 
an extreme that many workers’ are 
starving to death, while others that 
have not the courage to see their moth- 
ers, wives, sisters and children yperish 
by hunger, commit suicide by grown- 
ing jhemselves in rivers or banging 
themselves from branches of trees.” 

An arrangement has just been con- 
cluded between the United States and 
Canada, under which all postal mon- 
eys sent between this country and the 
United States will go at’ the domesric 
rate of three-tenths of one per cent, in- 
stead of the international rate of 
one per cent, as at present. This con- 
cession is regarded as more impor- 
tant to money order business than 
any action taken since the inception 
of the system. Money orders annu- 
ally sent from the States to Canada 
now aggregete about $2,000,000 and, in 
other directions a little less thin that 
amount, Exchange of these crders is 
now restricted to four thousa~! offi- 
ces in the States, but under the wow ar- 
rangement it will be extended io 30,- 
009 offices, any money offices in cither 
country being thus authorized tc issue 
or pay them. It is expected that ra li- 
cal reduction in the rate will treble 
business. 

Dr. Bryce, provincial medical health 
officer, received a report from Sudbury 
regarding small pox.

The ceeple of Canada are very bad- 
ly served in som@ respects by their 
representat'res in pariiament. <A 
very large proportion o: them’ fre 
lawyers and hard-headed business 
men, yet there are frequently ‘ton- 
tracts made hy the government with 
conporations which are so poorly 
framed that they do not express the 
intentions of «he governme-t. The 
corporation lawyers are quick td de- 
tect these defects and tae advan- 
tage of them to the cost of the peo- 
ple, who are thus betraved through 
the neglect of their representatives. 
The cabinet is always composed 
largely of lawyers in drawing up 
these contracts. Yet the defects 
escape their notice and are then 
rassed by a parliament composed 
of lawyers, who are apparently 
equally blind to them. The clauses 
of the famous, or perhaps the infamous, 
Canadian Pacific railwaly contract, 
which exempt the land grant of the 
company from taxation for a per- 
iod of 20 years are now a source of 
dispute between the people of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest and the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway company. The 
people of the Northwest, who have 
to pay double taxes owing'-to the ex- 
emption of the Canadian Pacific, have 
been looking forward eagerly to the 
expiry of the period which they took 
for granted would be on the 15th of 
March last, 20 years from! the date 
of the contract for the construction 
of the road. The railway was com- 
pleted within five years, and more 
than five years before the time set 
in the. contract, however, aiid anoth- 
er reasonable view is that the per- 
iod of exemption was intended to ex- 
tend over 20 years from the date of 
the completion of the road, which 
would leave the period five years yet 
to run. The Canadian Pacific com- 
pany, however, is understood to 
have claimed that the period of ex- 
emption extended for 20 years from 
the date of the issue of the catents 
of the land, and they argued that 
the patents were to issue only on 
the application for them. Thus, by 
applying for patents only as they 
sold the land, the Canadian Pacific 
would be altogether and forever ex- 
empied from taxation on their lands, 
And they would be abla to hold them 
free from taxation until the value 
of their lands had been enhanced by 
the improvements brought about et 
the cost of the overtaxed settlers, 

It is a curious fact that success- 
ive governments and garliaments 
have assumed an attitude of — indif- 
ference, or at best judical reserve, 
on this most imryortant question, 
which their predecessors’ negligence 
had given rise to. The company 
baving earned its Jands, should have 
been granted patents upon them im- 
mediately upon the completion of 
the road, if not at intervals as they 
earned the lands by completing the 
sections, but successive governments, 
though knowing the claims of the 
company, never took the trouble to 
bring the latter to an _ issue. Tn- 
dependent members have brought up 
the question in parliament and urged 
it upon the government, but’ the gov- 
ernment has hitherto maintained a 
position of inactivity, mas‘erly or 
otherwise. Public opinion, especial- 
ly in the Northwest, has been arous- 
ed, however, and the government has 
at last “been comielled to take tardy 
actiox. They are doing now what 
thefy mizht have done five years ago, 
and what their predecessors might 
have done 10 years before. They 
are issuing the patents for the lands. 
The patents for all the lands on the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific will] 
be issued before the end of six munths 
and for the great bulk of the lands 

on the brarch railways before he 
end of the year. The — independent 
members of gariiament have been 
urging the government and parlia- 
ment to pass declaratory legislation 
defining the perioi of exemption 
cording to the popular opin‘on, which 
is certainly in accordance with the 
intestion of the parliament which 
passed the contract, as thej debatas 
clearly show.

The Jawyers on both sides of 
house, however, while fastening 
reproach of negligence on those of 
their profession who sat in the 
parliament which pussed the con- 
tract by declaring that it is so 
loosely framed that its meaning is 
not clear, agree that parliament 
should not by fresb legislation 
force its own interpretation of a 
contract between the people and a 
corporation. oe. See. they 
hold, that the ‘nterpreta‘ion should 
be Jeft to the courts. Mr. Bor- 
den, the leader of the oposition, 
suggested, ‘however, that purliament 
should pass a declaratory act  fix- 
ing the period of exemptiomy but at 
the same time providing for the 
indemnification of the Canadian Pa- 
cific against any additional tax- 
ation imposed upon them by reason 
of the passing of the act. Phat 
would leave it to ibe courts to de- 
cide whether any change had ac- 
tually been made in the period of 
exemption by the proposed new act. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not seem iv 
understand this, as he objected to 
Mr. Borden’s proposa! that it was 
not certain that the yeriod of ex- 


emption had not expired. But var- 
jiament might fix the date of the 
expiry of the exemption early en- 


ougk to avoid any danger of length-

It is clear, how- 
ever, that the corporations are 
better cared for in the framing of 
the contracts be(ween them and 
the government which become 
acts of parliaments than the people 
in whose interests the acts are 
supposed to be framed.

“God Save the King” and contributed 
besides $35,20 ip the form. of a frea- 
will offering at the intermission is to 
say that tbe same audience appreciated 
the programme as published and pre- 
sented. j 


To steak first of the full chorai num- 
bers it must be said that the muSical 
trilogy “By Babylon’s Wave,” wa8 cer- 
tainly the best. The pianissimo at- 
tack and sistenuto through the first 
part was admirably done barringy a 
slight confusion of the sopranos at the 
second attack when the tenors led in 
rather too abruptly. The forte pass- 
ages and fugue work of part 2, were 
done with confidence and'the big swing 
into the Curse upon Babylon in part 
3, was done witlhia weight of dramatic 
expression not obtained from every 
combination of fiftcen singers outside 
of Wales. “Onfold Ye Portals Ever- 
lasting” from Gounod’s Redemption, 
was a good second. There is a massive 
lift in th*s comparatively simple work 
that makes it particularly effective. 
Hawiey’s Trisagion and Sanctus, in 
ight parts is a fina piece of writing. 
Barring a shadp of roughness in the 
male chorus et the introduction) and a 
little hesitancy of the femaie voices 
in coming in on the antigbons this 
number was wel! done. Mendelssohn's 
“I waited for the Lord,” though well 
voiced was a trifle ico sluggish. A 
touch of flatness ia one of the solo 
passages, and the absence of the tenor 
semi-chorus contributed to weaken the 
middle part; but the finish’ with the 
full chorus and tenor-violin duo was 
well worked ur. 


The same composer's “Judge Me O 
God,” one of the best bits of eight part 
writing extant was merely scuffled 
through; probably from lack of time 
for practice as the work’ is infinitely 
easier than by Babylon’s Wave, which 
was sung twice as well. Mozart's 
Gloria from 12/h Mass being! put on 
Simply as a voice-warmer ‘calls for lit- 
tle criticism. It was well sustained. 
A trifle of tempo-sawing between the 
organ and piano was its chief defevt. 


Mr. R. McIntyre’s rendering of 
“Comfort Ye,” from the Messiah, was 
masterly piece of work. “Bob.” knows 
a thing or two about interpreting 
Handel. Mr. T. Lavoie’s solo number 
“The Palms” by Faure, gave his ex- 
cellent robust. tenor a good chance for 
display. He was even better im the 
hymn-concerto “Save by Thy Passion,” 
which in spite of its being an adapta- 
tion of the Bach-Gounsd’s Ave Maria 
to a Protestant hymn was certainly 
one of the most taking numbers on the 
Programme. The maie voices blended 
well with the violin, piano and organ. 
This number deserves more time and 
another rendering, “Out on the Deep,” 
in key F by Lohr was done in gool 
voice though a trifle slowly. Mr. Pot- 
ter has a big bass voice weil worth 
cultivation. 

Fourteen young girls contributed by 
no means the least enjoyable part of 
the programme in the Shape of two 
three-part choruses of Standard merit 
Sung with most excellent sweetness. 
These voung voices promise wel] for 
future choir work. 

The boys from the Institute though 
new at their work and nervous from 
appearing for the first time in public, 
handled their string instruments very 
creditably, Criticism is Scarcely pro- 
fitable in t*sir cuse. They undertook 
to do what few boys of their experience

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SASKATCHEWAN GOLD. 

Toronto Telegram: Mr. Fernando 
Wadsworth, muing engineer, Boston, 
is at present in the city, baving just 
returned from tbe Saskatchewan riv- 
er, where, for the rast two months, he 
has been determining the value( of the 

d beds in that section of the Domin- 
ion. The result of his experiment, as 
related by him, were far beyond his ex- 
ipectations. Canadians, he declared. 
have no idea of the richness of this 
country, “Why portions of Canada 
are Jess known to Canadians than por- 
tions of South Africa.” , 

Not only is the Saskatchewanf Fich 
in minerals, but it is rich in agricul- 
ture, a fact whicb' is being emphasized 
by a large influx of settlers. 

The gravel along the Saskatchewan 
west sixty miles from Edmontonj and 
extending one bundred miles to the 
east of the citly, is exeeedingly rich in 
gold. Surface gravel will easily pay 
25 cents per cubic yard at a cost of 
only 5 cents rer cubic yard to work it, 
while the lower gravel will yay 85 
cents per square yard. 

During the time that Mr. Wads- 
worth was in the Saskatchewary the 
ground was frozen, thus rreventing 
him from making an extersive investi- 
gation as he desired. One great fac- 
tor in the mining of gold there is 
the presence of bituminous coal in 
large quantities, which can be de- 
livered to the dredges at. a cost of 
$1.40 per ton. 

The climate, declared Mr. Wads- 
worth, “is all that can be wished; in 
fact be looks upon Saskatchewan’ and 
Alberta, as ideal mining grounds, 
which will prove to be “some of the 
best gold fields in Canada.” Pros- 
pects for a big season’s work in the 
Northwest are very bright, as jhe 
various companies are putting a 
large amount of machinery in oyera- 
tion. f 

Mr. Wadsworth has with him some 
very fine specimens of gold dust. 
“Nowhere dii I fail to find gold in 
paying quantitics. Every bit of 
gravel I shovelled up! and washed con- 
tained some of the color.” It can- 
not be estimated how far down, gold 
in paying quantities can be found. 
Mining engineers have worked the 
gravel to a depth of 13 feet, and 
found it to be richer the deeper they 
went.
